It is not clear from the amendment filed May 27, 2005 whether 
applicant means that claims 188, 189, and 309 are the only claims that read on the 
elected invention of figure 72 since applicant merely discloses that clainns 189 and 309 
are generic and it is not clear whether any dependent claims reads on the elected 
figure. Furthermore, applicant has fail to address how the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12 first paragraph has been overcomed as stated in Office action mailed January 25, 
2005.
